Explanatary.— Three forecasts of the wheat crop are published. This 
forecast deals only with the area sown and the general condition of the 
crop in its early stages. 


Area sown.—According to the estimates of District Officers the total 
area sOWn amounts to 109,790 acres against 122,700 and 124,000 acres 
returned in last year’s first and final forecasts. The decrease in area is 
attributed to the unfavourable character of the season previous to seeding 
time. 


Character of the season and condition of the crop.—The months of 
September and October were practically rainless in most districts, the 
principal wheat growing areas, viz., Malda, Rajshahi, Pabna, Murshidabad 
and Nadia being badly droughted. Im addition, therefore, to a considerable 
reduction im area in these districts the general condition of the crop is 
reported to be poor.

ars the amount which Government is able to contribute has been curtailed ` 
‘by financial stringency, and the execution of many useful schemes has conse- 
uenily had to be deferred ; but'during the year under review it was possible 
or Government to give substantial grants and loans, with the help of which 
considerable progress was made, ; , 

Agrant of a lakh was mado to the Midnapore municipality, where a start 
was made with a much needed water-supply scheme, while a project for Uttar- 
para was nearly completed, the expenditure during the year being Rs. 83,000. 
l'ho construction of new water-works at Satkhira was pushed on; the im- 
provement of those established at Berhampore was taken in hand; and a 
scheme for the supply of filtered water to Krishnagar received administrative 
sanction. In Dacca an important project for the improvement of the existing 
eystem was undertaken with the aid of a Government loan of a lakh, while a 
loan of Rs. 70,000 was given to Mymensingh for the improvement of its system. 
The construction of water-works, to which Government had made a substan- 
tial contribution, was also in progress at Natore. Pipe water was extended to 
almost all the roads in Barisal, where the public health is reported to have 
improved greatly in consequencó of the introduction of a supply of filtered 
water. Government, however, regret to observe that it is also reported the 
management of the water-works is unsatisfactory and apathetic. The water- 
works at Pirojpur had to be closed owing to the impurity of the filtered water, 
and steps have been taken to repair the filtered beds. 

The statutory rule laid down by Governnient requiring meters to be 
affixed to private house connections continued to meet with a certain amount 
of opposition. In Howrah a suit was instituted to test its legality and on 
‘appeal was decided in ‘favour of the Municipal Commissioners. Legal pro- |

works involving capital expenditure could be taken up during the year and ; 


the canal scheme had to be postponed. The outlay on roads in the 
previous year, which was less than half of the amount estimated as necessary 
for their proper upkeep, was reduced by Rs. 3,000. In the year under 
review it was even less, xand remetalling had to be suspended. The 
Municipal Commissioners, however, are not responsible for the reduced 


expenditure. They provided in their budget for a far larger amount, but ٠ 


could not work up to the budget provision owing to causes over which they 

“had no control, viz., the difficulty of getting metal by rail, from which many 
other local bodies have'suffered. ‘The conservancy of the town 18 defective. 
The cleaning of latrines is admittedly unsatisfactory, while the absence of 
adequate machinery for the prompt removal of scrapings from drains, 

- which are allowed to accumulate on the sides of the roads, is a well-founded 
cause of complaint. The expenditure on primary education 18 extremely 
small for a town of the size of Howrah, viz., Rs. 10,665, or 2'6 per cent of the 
ordinary municipal income. These facts tend to show that the municipality 
is unable, with its existing scale of taxation, to provide fully for its present 
needs, much less to provide for the development and improvement of the 
town on modern lines. ; 

The Hon'ble Babu Mahendra Nath Ray continued to be the Chairman, 
and the Governor in Council is pleased to observe the Commissioner's 'com- 
inendation of the good work done by him. The Chairman himself modestly 
remarks that it is almost impossible for a busy professional man to dis- 
charge the heavy duties of Chairman to his full satisfaction, and the 
Governor in Council has all thé more pleasure in acknowledging the work 
done by him in such timo as he could spare. The License Department was 

. reorganized during the year with satisfactory results and a consequent. 
increase of over Rs. 14,000 in the collections. Another improvement was 
the reorganization of the Health Department. .In recognition of the sound 
principle that the primary duty of a Health Officer is the prevention of disease, 
and not conservancy work, the Health Officer was placed in-charge solely of 
matters connected with public health, while conservancy was handed over to 
the Municipal Engineer. The Chairman has also in contemplation other 
—— of reorganization, which have had to be postponed for want of 
unds. 

18. General remarks.—The district of the 24-Parganas contains nearly 
one-fourth of the municipalities of the Presidency and its municipalities are 


typical of the whole number, for some afe large suburban towns in which a ' 


standard of administration similar to that of Calcutta is required, others 
, are progressive mill towns, others are more like overgrown vi in 

which the conditions are rural rather than urban. The Governor in 

is pleased to observe that both the Commissioner and the District "Magistrate 

agree that their administration shows steady improvement. An interest- 

ing and thoughtful review of the year's work is given by the District 

Magistrate, who writes: “On the whole, if allowance is made for the difficul- 


ties caused by the war, there has been an advance in the standard of muni- | 


cipal administration in most of the important municipalities. ` 


which a short time ago wasa byword for party feeling and fin bas Sg 
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- right, but there is great lack of foresight and vigour’ in the administration. 

' The South Suburban Municipality is surprisingly backward. Further south, 
ere gr A is embarking on a scheme of improved drainage which is much 
needed. e mill munieipalities continue to prosper and the ‚relations 

between the Indian and European Commissioners have been most friendly. 
The other riparian municipalities call for no remark, their poverty preventing 
them from embarking on any ambitious schemes. 


“Most of the municipalities away from the Hooghly consist of groups of 
rural villages, and the administration generally is feeble. Usually there are 
many more miles of metalled roads than can be properly maintained and, save 
a latrine service of varying efficiency, almost none of the ordinary conveniences 
of municipal life are available. Drainage almost everywhere is bad, and 
in the few places where a drainage system has been introduced at a consider- 
able cost the results are almost nil. Lighting is poor or non-existent. Un- 
fortunately, too. the administration تو‎ many of these municipalities is in the 
hands of Commissioners who are generally non-resident, but who take a great 
deal of trouble to obtain posts, the duties of which they cannot discharge. In 
other cases the most influential local resident is the successful candidate for 
the post of Chairman and, having obtained it, leaves everything to the Vice- 
Chairman or the office staff, which in too many cases becomes the real local 
executive, with evil results.” 

Mr. Prentice adds—and the Governor in Council would invite the 
attention of all municipal Commissiners to his remarks—“* Administrative 
improvement can be easily brought about if only those who aspire to and 
obtain office recognize that office entails work as well as confers dignity and 
that, as trustees for the public, they are bound tosee that the public money is 
fairly collected and also spent to the best advantage, that the staff are the 
servants of the public, and not their masters, as is too often the case, that 
the requirements of the law are met and that correspondence is disposed of 
with reasonable despatch. In. short, there must be much more attention 
to the detail and drudgery of administration ”. 

In Nadia the District Magistrate points out that party spirit, which is 
80 frequently decried as an obstacle to progress, is often of real service as 
the opposition presses for improvement of the administration. | Berhampore 
is undertaking the improvement of its water-supply and drainage systems, 
but want of funds prevents appreciable progress in either direction. A 
recent inspection by the Examiner of Locgl Accounts shows that the financial 
position of Khulna has gone from bad to worse. 

`, The Commissioner of Burdwan reports that the municipalities in his Divi- 
sion were fairly well managed with the exception of Burdwan, Hooghly-Chin- 
sura, Serampore and Bansberia. The continued maladministration of Burdwan 
and Hooghly-Chinsura has compelled Government to take the extreme 
step of ordering the supersession of the Municipal Commissioners. The 
‘administration of Serampore wascharacterized by the same grave defect’ as 
that of Burdwan and Hooghly-Chinsura. Lack of supervision led to the 
accumulation of heavy arrears of taxes, serious irregularities, embezzlement 
and excessive outstanding liabilities. The liabilities, as already mentioned, 
ag ted Rs. 51,880, or nearly three-fourths of the current demand, while 
the actual balance in hand amounted to Rs. 5.619. Bansberia is said to be 
the worst managed of the small municipalities, and the District Magistrate 
describes its administration as deplorable. The Governor in Council consi- 

١ ders it necessary to draw the special attention of the Municipal Commissioners 
\ of both Serampore and Bansberia to these remarks, and to administer a grave 

warning as to the necessity of reform. En 
: The Commissioner of Rajshahi gives a favourable account of the muni- 
cipalities in his Division, which, with few exceptions, cóntinued to do good 
work. ` The most notable exception is Rampore-Boalia, which, as in previous 
` years, suffered from general febbleness and want of enterprise. Natore in the 
` same district set an example which the headquarters town might, well follow, 
“ for, in spite of greater difficulties, it was well administered without friction. 
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rieeling kept up its usual high standard of administration, and the Muniei- : 
* e Ser aL were pe cem for a keen sense of publie spirit and for 
the harmony with which they disposed of business. dde کا‎ 

“The reports on municipalities in Eastern Bengal are generally jejuné 
and give no clear and comprehensive conspectus of their work. The Ss 
defect has characterized their annual reports for some time past, and the 
Governor in Council suspects: that it is due to want of that intimate 
knowledge which can only be gained from imspections, Mymensingh has 
shown a progressive spirit, and increased taxation has onabled the Municipal 
Commissioners to take up important improvements. The other munici- 
palities in the Mymensingh District are unprogressive. Some of them show 
à strong tendency to evade their responsibilities, in particular by trying to 
shift the burden of maintaining municipal roads on to the District Board, 
Comilla has decided to substitute a rate on holdings for a tax on persons 
with a consequent increase of revenue, and the Municipal Commissioners 
have in view several schemes of improvement. In Noakhali the problems 
of the Commissioners are complicated by the possibility of the town being 


swept away by the sea. 


19. Inspections.—The Governor in Council regrets to observe that none 
of the municipalities in the Chittagong Division were inspected by, District 


Magistrates during the year. 


The record in the Dacca Division is scarcely 


more satisfactory, only 5 out of 17 municipalities being inspected by

The Reports from the Commissioners of Divisions on the working of District 
MR Boards in Bengal during the year 1917-18. 


\ District Boards.—During the year under review: five District Boards, or 
one-fifth of the total number, were given the privilege of electing a Chairman 
from among the non-official members. The districts in question were 
Burdwan, the 24-Parganas, Jessore, Bakarganj ond Murshidabad. Thé 
Murshidabad Board elected the non-official Chairman appointed by Govern- 
ment in the previous year, who consequently held office throughout the year. 
In the other four District Boards the Chairmen were elected two and three 
months respectively before the year came to a close. 

Enquiry made after the close of the year showed that the amount of 
touring in the interior done by some of the non-official Chairmen was small. 
The Chairman of the, Murshidabad District Board spent only nine days 
on tour during the year, while the Chairmen of the Boards of the 24-Parganas 
and Jessore toured only six and five days, respectively, in the six months 
ending in June 1918, It was therefore necessary to remind them that widely 
extended travelling is essential if the work of the Boards is to be satisfactorily 
carried out. vs ۱ 


2. Local Boards.—The elective system was introduced in the Local 
Boards of the Noakhali district. General elections were held in six districts : 
they failed in 13 thanas owing to the non-attendance of the prescribed 

ber (10 per cent.) of registered voters. One Local Board election failed 
because the number of voters presenting themselves before the presiding’ 
officer was far in excess of the number whose votes it was humanly. possible 
for himsto record in: one day, and he broke down under the strain. The 

result of this election has drawn attention to defects in the existing rules, 
under whieh the election has to be held at the headquarters of each thana 
under one presiding officer at one sitting. A revision of the rules has been 
undertaken so as to provide additional polling centres and polling officers 
and 90 obviate the possibility of such a failure. 
3. Union Committees—(a) Constitution.—The number of Union Com- 
mittees actually at work at the end of the year increased from 156 to 174 
` (86 in West Bengal and 88 in East Bengal) with a population of over one

. Character of the Season.—As inet in the Second Forecast of this 
crop the season opened in a promising fashion but, owing to the failure of the 
rains after September, finished badly. The period covered. by this Forecast 
is that of the harvest, during which the weather conditions have been favout- 
able for field operations. 

Acreage.— The area figures are now returned at 15,895,800 acres as 
against 15,962,100 of the Second Forecast and 15,515,500 of the Final Fore- 
cast of last year. The decrease of 66,300 acres from the figures of the 
Second Forecast is due mainly to a reductión on the estimates from Malda 
district. The increase of area as compared with last year is, as was 
explained in the First Forecast, mainly due to large increases in the, 
Rangpur and Dinajpur distriets where transplanting difficulties, owing 

«Lo favourable weather conditions, were met with m the previous season. 

—District figures of outturn have been in many cases consider- 
ably modified since the publication of the Second Forecast owing to results 
obtained by a large number of crop weighments. While the figures for some 
districts have been increased the balance is on the other side and a reduc- 
tion of 5 per cent. has to be recorded, the Provincial average being now 
returned at 72 per cent. as against 77 per cent. in the Second Forecast and 
100 per cent. in the Final Forecast of last year. 

According to the latest*returns in only one district, viz., Bakarganj, has 
a crop above the Provincial normal figure been returned. Crops over 80 per 
cent. are returned from six districts, twelve districts estimate crops between 
60 and 80 per cent., and six between 50 and 59 per cent., while the figure 
for Bogra falls as low as 44 per cent. The estimate for the "Chittagong Hill 
Tracts has been returned at 100 per cent. in spite of a not too favourable 
season as the average crop in that locality greatly exceeds the accepted 
Provincial normal. 

Taking 124 maunds as the normal yield of clbaned rice per acre, the 





- gross outturn for the Province is estimated at 105,106,900 cwts. against 


136,789,700 ewts. reported in the Final Forecast of last. year, or a deerease of 
about 23 per cent.

These problems are dealt with briefly below. 


^ 8. The Forest Service is divided into two branches, the Imperial and 
the Provincial Service. It was proposed, by the Commission that all the 
posts of major charges at present held by Provincial officers should be 
transferred to the Imperial Service ; but that ultimately, after the interests 
of the present members of the Provincial Service have been satisfied, the 
number of such posts, which for present convenience can be called * listed 
posts," should be reduced by one-half. At the sametime it was proposed that 
not less than one-lialf of the direct recruitment for the Imperial Service 
should be made in India. The effect of this proposal is that out of a total 
number of 270 posts, 28 would ultimately, though not immediately, be listed 
posts and for the remaining 242 posts at least one-half would be recruited 
from Indians every year. : 


4. The Commissioners were not, however, unanimous in their recom- 
mendations. It was pointed out that the Forest Service was not popular 
. with Indians, that it was premature to recruit Indians at such a pace until 
a higher grade Forest School in India had been established and its efficacy 
proved, and that the interests involved were too immense to warrant far- 
reaching experiments without a cautious trial. It has, accordingly been 
suggested that a more cautious rate of recruitment should be adopted and 
that the initial recruitment of Indians should be fixed at 25 per cent. of the 
direct requirements with an annual increase of 1% per cent. until the subject is 
re-examined. The result of the adoption of such standards, provided the 
present number of listed posts remained the same, would be that 33 per 
cent. ofthe Imperial Service would be filled by Indians at the end of ten 
years. This it has been suggested is a sufficiently rapid advance. 


A further suggestion has also been made that, in view of the two sources 
of recruitment of Indians for the Imperial Service (a) through the listed posts 
and (4) by direct recruitment, it is at present impracticable tolay down what 
should be on the one hand the total number of listed. posts, and what on the 
other the percentage of direct recruitment of Indians. Fully qualified Indians 
may not be forthcoming by direct recruitment even to make up for a reduction in 
the number of listed posts. Therefore, whilst it may not be wise to look forward 
to more than 33 per cent. of the service being filled by Indians ffom both 


services in ten years, it may not be possible, until experience shows to what ` 


extent Indians will come forward to undergo in India the higher course of 
instruction to fit them for the Imperial Service, to lay down what part 
of that 33 per cont, should be filled by Indians directly recruited on the 


one hand or promoted from the Provincial Service on the’ other. In ` 
, other words, until experience has been gained in untried methods of reeruit-

6. An alternative suggestion is that recruitment shonld be made both 
in England and in India at the school-leaving age by competitive examination 
, and t both sets of recruits sheuld be trained together at the proposed 
higher grade Dehra Dun College for about 24 years: they could then visit 
England and the continent of Europe, partly on a tour to selected centinental 
forests.

In support of the latter alternative it is urged— 


(1) that, if Indians are to be given the same chances as Europeans 

~ “and if the two classes are subsequently to work together har- 

moniously in one service, they should be trained together under 
identical conditions ; 


(2) the cost of opening a higher grade school at Dehra Dun would 
be unjustifiably high, unless Provincial and Imperial recruits 
are trained together, which for reasons of discipline and the 
different class of training required appears undesirable ; and, 


43) whilst it is considered impracticable to arrange for the joint 
training in England} under present conditions, it should be 
possible to make the necessary arrangements at Dehra Dun for 
such a higher grade school. 


The objections to training Europeans at the school are— 


(1) that such a higher grade college cannot possibly be developed 
sufficiently quickly up to the highest European standard, and 
therefore that until the school has proved its efficacy no experi- 
ment should be made in the training of Europeans at it when 
sounder methods of training are available ; 


(2) that it jettisons a method of selection of Europeans, which is 
securing a good type of officer, and the best training available in 
the forest schools of Great Britain ; and 


(3) that in view of the strides taken in afforestation in Europe and 
in particular owing to the deforestation caused by the war, the 
demand for foresters in Europe will become greater and the, 
forest schools in Britain in consequence so. more efficient 
that there should be no difficulty in obtaining the ready-trained 
foresters contemplated by the Public Services Commission. 


; On the other hand the establishment of a higher grade school for the 
training of Indians appears to be in every way desirable and it is questionable 
` whether any considerations of expense should stand in its way. 


7. "The-Publie Services Commission propose to retain the salaries of 
Imperial officers on the present scale of Rs. 380-40-700-50-1,250, but to 
increase the pay of Conservators to Rs. 1,500-100-2,000. It has however ` 
/ been represented by these officers that as compared with other services 
containing officors of the same class and education they are underpaid

Tue following report on the state of the salt market for the third 

arter of the year 1918-19, comprising the months of “October, November 

and December 1918, in the Presidency of Bengal, is published for general 
information. 

2. The quantity of salt of every description cleared during the quarter 
amounted to 1,723,634 maunds (including 1,251,101 maunds issued under 
the credit system), as compared with 3,047 ‚605 maunds (including 2,388,658 
maunds issued under the credit system) in the previous quarter ‘and 
1,689,788 maunds (including 1,347,076 maunds issued under the credit 
system) in the corresponding quarter of the previous year. ‘The net amount 
” of duty levied was Rs, 15,67,559 (including Rs. 9,84,751 adjusted under the 
credit system), as against Rs. 31,87,150 (including Rs. 23,82,659 adjusted 
under the credit system) in the previous quarter, and Rs. 21,85,729 (including 
Rs. 17,90,621 adjusted under the credit system) in the corresponding quarter 
of the previous year. 

3. The subjoined Tablo I shows in detail the importations into the Port 
of Caleutta and the total clearances of sea-imported salt during the quarter, 
compared with the figures of the corresponding quarters of the two previous

The fall was above the normal everywhere except- 
ing in Khulna, Jalpaiguri, Bakarganj, Chittagong, Tippera and Ben eg 
The usual rainfall statement is appended. 

IT. Progress of Agricultural Operations.—Reaping of winter پا‎ i was 
completed, Threshing also was well advanced. Prepar:tory tillage for the 
next autumn crops commenced. Rainfall during the last two weeks favoured 
the operations. Transplanting of summer paddy, cutting and pressing of 
Sugarcane and harvesting of potatoes, pulses and early oilseeds were also 
progressing. 

III. State of Standing Crops.—Owiny to the rainfall the standing spring 
crops somewhat recovered from the effects of continued drought. 

IV. Prospects and probable outturn.—The prospects of the spring crops 
are reported as on the whole fair. 

V. Damage to Standing Crops.— No further report of damage to the stand- 
ing crops was received during the month from any district. 

VI. Condition of Agricultural Stock.—Condition of the live-stock was 
fair. ~Cattle-disease was found to be prevalent in parts of the districts of 
Jessore, Burdwan, Bankura, Midnapore, Darjeeling, Malda, Dacca and 
N oakhali. 

VII. Failure of Pasturage and Fodder.—The fodder supply continued 
deficient in Bankura, Dinajpur, Bogra and in Brahmanbaria subdivision of 
Tippera. 

VIII. Prices of Food Grains.—During the second fortnight of the month 
under review the price of rice rose in fourteen districts, fell.in four and 
remained stationary in the rest, prices varying from 6 seers and 8 chitaks At 
Birbhum to 9 seers 8 chitaks at Rangpur. 

IX. —£Condition of Agricultural People.—The general condition of the agri- 
cultural population continued fair. Distress was, however, apprehended in 
Bankura owing to partial failure of winter paddy. Preliminary measures of 
relief were arranged for.

2 Tue work of the Education Department during the year under review ` 
suffered from the exigencies imposed by the war, the consequent restriction 
of expenditure and the paucity of superior staff. Altogether two-fifths of the 
European officers of the Indian Educational Service have been detached for 
“duty in the Indian Army Reserve of Officers, in addition to officers on deputa- 
tion to the Government of India or the University of Calcutta. 

“The growing demand for education among the people of Bengal and the 
natural growth of the population led to an increase in the number of educa- 
tional institutions by over 2,500 and to an addition of 46,000 in the number 
of scholars.

General Summary. 


Imports.—The imports of rice, including paddyt, into Calcutta" by rail, 
river, canal, road, and sea (coastwise) during the eleven months, April, 1918, to 
February, 1919, amounted to 15,973,000 maunds, as against 13,177,000 maunds 
in the corresponding period of the preceding year,—an increase of 21 per 
cent. ‘Chere was an increase (13 per cent) in the imports of coal and coke 
(19,294,000 maunds as against 69,892,000 maufds last year) The value of the 
imports by rail, river, road, and sea (coastwise) of Indian cotton piece goods 
showed an increase of 61 per cent, the total value amounting to Rs. 5,63,64,000 
as against Rs, 3,50,33,000 last year. The quantity of indigo imported during 
ihe period under review decreased by nearly 6,000 maunds, or 25 per cent, 
to 17,000 maunds.

The exports 
of gunny bags (including the exports by sea to foreign countries) decreased 
from 1,295 million bags to 1,189 million bags, but the shipments of 8717+ 
bags to other Indian ports increased from 28 millions to 37 millions in 
number in the period under review.

Prospects and probable outturn.—The outturn of the different spring 
crops was below the normal, Prospects of the autumn crops have been 
much improved by rainfall. 

5. Damage to standing crops.—No damage of any importance was re- 
ported. 

6. Condition of agricultural stock.—Cattle disease was reported from 
places in the districts of Burdwan, 24-Parganas, Murshidabad, Rangpur, 
Midnapore, Birbhum, Nadia, Jessore, Dinajpur, Malda, Darjeeling, Gooch 
Behar, Dacca and Faridpur.

Rainfall was general and cultivation was in progress during the week. 
Thirty-two test Works were open during the week, 5,437 workers having 
~ been employed on them. The increasein the number of workers was due 
to the opening of new works. More works are being opened. Petty private 
works are continuing. Gratuitous relief is being given In Ap Unions; the 
` number of persons relieved by cash doles was 1,938, and 443 weavers were 1 
relieved by d Co-operative Industrial Union and the Weavers' Relief 
- Committee, 2066 persons by the grant of paddy husking advances and 
998 better class poor. The total number of persons on -gratuitous relief 
was 12.545. The decrease in the number of persons relieved by doles is due, 
to flt persons being sent to works. Distress is spreading owing to high 
prices and the contraction of credit and. private charity. The relief measures 
are adequate. The physical condition of workers and publie health are 
satisfactory. Orime is normal. Fodder and water are adequate. Cloth is 
being distributed to the destitute. The price of common rice varies from 
6 to 64 seers per rupee. Arrangements have been made for the importa-

ROYAL BOTANIC GARDEN. 


1. General.— Weather conditions during the year were somewhat 

trying to the garden, heavy bursts of rain alternating with prolonged spells 

' of hot dry weather. From October 1918 to the end of March 1919 very little 
rain fell, so that many plants suffered from the drought. The display of 
annuals in the flower gardén, although rather late owing to the weather con- 
ditions, was above the average. The show of orchids, however, during March 
and April was the poorest for many years, as owing to conditions in Europe 
and tribaldisturbances in the collecting areas in the hills bordering Assam 
and Burma, the garden stock could not be replenished, 

Three new vistas were opened out—one from the bridge on the Jatque- 
mont Path north-westwards to the Roxburgh Avenue looking across Prain 
Lake, another from Kyd’s Monument across King Lake to the Great 
Banyan Tree and the third from that” monument northwards along 
Janardan Lake to the Small Banyan Tree. These vistas help to correct 

' the “closed in” effect of too dense masses of vegetation, while two of 
them open out pleasing glimpses of Banks’ beautiful piece of sculpture. Over 
1,000 feet of length of the Kurz Avenue in the north-west of the garden and 
about 500 feet of length of the Hooker and Banyan Avenues were taken up 
and re-made. . 5 ١ 

Over 200 young trees and shrubs, of which about a-third are species 
hitherto unrepresented in the garden. were planted out. i 

‘A fair number of economic species were also planted in the economic 
garden, but it is impossible to do justice to this section, which could quite 
well occupy almost the whole time of one officer under present conditions. 
Even in its elementary stage this section has begun to appeal to popular 
interest, Quite a number of thefts of the more edible and readily utilisable 
species has occurred. y 

2. Plant and Seed Exchange.—Over 36,000 young trees and shrubs 
were distributed to Government departments and institutions, municipa- 
lities, railways, etc. Over 500 plants were received. 

Over 400 packages of seed, mostly trees and shrubs, the packages varying 


from 2-ounces to 120 lbs. in weight, were distributed over a wide range. . 
A very large quantity went to the new Delhi and to Mesopotamia. Other. . 


places were such as Persia. Egypt, Nigeria, Hawaii, England. West Indies, 
. United States, New Zealand. South Africa, France, Java.

à, General health conditions were unfavourable, especially during the `. 
last six months ofthe year, when influenza was prevalent throughout the 
country. The daily average number of prisoners in hospital was 963 as 
compared with 825 in the previous year, and the death rate rose from 
15'8 per mille in 1917. to 21'3 per mille. The latter figure is, however, only 
slightly above the quinquennial average, and is one per mille less than in 
1916. Itis a curious fact that the jails suffered much more from the’ 
earlier outbreak of influenza in July and August than from the outbreak 
at the end of the year which proved so fatal a among the general population; 
During November and December, when Calcutta was suffering severely, 
the Presidency and Alipore jails were practically free from the disease. 
Altogether 3.426 cases of influenza oceurred in the Bengal jails, and of these 

. 58 proved fatal There was A marked impróyement in the health of the 
. prisoners in the Barisal and Barasat jails, which have caused anxiety in 
previous years, but high death rates are reported from Rangpur, Khulna, 
alpaiguri and Bogra. Serious outbreaks of dysentéry occurred in the 
Rangpur and.Jessore jails, where the inexperience of the staff added to the 
difficulty of combating the disease. The Governor in Council notices with 
regret the neglect of the sanitary condition of the Khulna jail which led to 
an outbreak of cholera. The Superintendeht responsible has been removed. 
The death rates in all the Central jails except Midnapore were below the 
provincial average, and Midnapore has shown improved results as compared 


with the previous year.

The jails supplied to the army large quantities 
of bandages, dusters and doosuty cloths, besides a number of other articles. 


8. The conduct of the warder staff was on the whole satisfactory. and 
‘there Was a considerable decrease, in the number of departmental punish- 
ments.’ Resignations; however, show a tendency to increase, and the rise in 
prices and the competition of private firms are adding to the difficulties of 
reeruiting suitable men.

The reports on the municipal administration of Calcatta for the years 1915-16 
1916-17 und 1917-18 together with the reviews of the reports recorded by the 

General Committee and the Corporation. b 


Tuis resolution deals with the administration of the Corporation of 
Calcutta during the three years ending the 31s! March 1918. Im view of 
the economic strain caused by the war. it might have been expected that this 
period would have caused grave embarrassment to the Calcutta Corpora- 
tion, with a deficient sinking fund invested in its own debentures, whic 
could only be realized in any considerable amount at a heavy loss. The 
accretion. of large revenue balances, on which the previous resolution 
. commented, enabled the Corporation, however, to surmount financial diffi- 
~ culties. Loans amounting to over 95 lakhs were ‘repaid during the period 
ander review, and although the Corporation provided more than 60 lakhs 
for this purpose from its revenue funds, it possessed a closing balance at > 
the end of 1917-18 of no less than 45 lakhs—a fact significant of its financial 
strength. 

g Elections. 一 The sixth general election of Ward Commissioners under 
the present Act was held ón the 20th March 1918, There were 35,153 voters 
with 90,607 votes, as compared with 38,412 voters with 95,492 votes at the 
time of the previous election. The votes actually given at the election 
represented 53 per cent. of the voting power as compared with 57 per cent. in 
1915. The decrease is ascribed to recent amendments in Schedules 1V and 
V of the Calcutta Municipal Aet which abolished voting by proxy and 
required firms, companies, etc., to apply in time (which many failed to 
do) for the insertion of the name of a representative in the election 
roll. The newly-constituted body of Ward Commissioners consists of 19 
Hindus, 2 Englishmen, 2 Jews,*1 Anglo-Indian and 1 Muhammidan. 
A novel feature of the election was the interest shown by the European 
and Anglo-Indian rate-payers, of whom nine offered themselves for election 
as against two in 1912 and 1915. In the contested wards keener interest 
than ever was shown in the election, but the 'Obairman remarks that there 
are still no signs of elections being fought on principles as opposed to purely 
perscnal considerations. TEE 

3. Accounts.—The accounts department has been reorganized, the 
complex ‘system of the Corporation accounts ‘simplified and the accounts - 
code revised. According to the statement of revenue funds, actual receipts 
rose from Rs. 1,14,44,080 in 1915-16 to Rs. 1,23,49,448 in 1917-18, or 
by nearly 7'9 per cent. while payments fell from Rs. -1,10,98,520 to 
Rs, 1,10,88,037, the triennium closing with an actual balance of Rs. 55,52,903. 
On the basis of the accounts of income and expenditure, the income in 1915-16- 
was Rs. 1,14.30,725 and the expenditure Rs. 1,10,64,871, while in 1917-48 
they amounted to Rs. 1,23,18,132 and Rs. 1,12,20,812, respectively, the 
closing balance being Rs. 45,13,541. : tat al dero
